crews needed for the proposed bat- 
tleships almost 11,000 men, nearly 
half of the present effective force, 
will be required to man this type of 
man of war alone.

When all of tho armored cruisers 


authorized are built by the United 
Staters will posses ten of this class 
and they will require 7.197 men prop- 
erly to care for and fight them. 
The 


line of battleships, therefore, must 
have 17,000 men In order to go Into 
action.

monitors,

RAISE PRICES 


CLAIM COST OF FEED WILL MAKE 


IT A NECESSITY.; 


OATS AND HAY ARE WAY UP 


Customers Are More Particular as to 


. Rigs Than They Formerly 


Were- 


Oats at throe times the usual price, 


carriages more elaborate, and conse- 
quently more expensive, leather high, 
and a corresponding Increase In har- 
ness rates, and horses selling above 
the usual mark. 
These are a few ot 


the items that may lead to the estab- 
lishment ot a higher scalu of prices 
among the local liverymen. 
Nothing 


definite has been accomplished as yet 
In the way of a general agreement, 
but nearly all of the dealers 
have 


biw?n gradually raising their prices 
since the first of the year and' It 
Is 


expected that others will follow soon. 


No Money In It 


The general statement among 
the 


<"ealers is that there would be a loss 
If the stables were run now at 
the 


same prices which prevailed 
last 


year. 
One or two of them go so far 


as to say that tney are only making 
expenses now, with the Increase that 
went Into force earlier this year. One 
of the liverymen mode the statement 
that his July bill for feed this year 
was $235 higher than the same month 
In 1901. 


At times onts have reached three 


or more times the usual rates and hay 
lias been soaring skyward from the 


• first of the year. 
And feed is not 


alone affected, but every commodity 
which enters Into the 
liveryman's 


bill has increased in cost. 


Public Asks Better Rigs 


The public Is not satisfied now with 


the same carriages and hacks 'that 
were counted all right a few years 
ago. 
Whereas a short time ago a 


liveryman could carry a complete line 
of Iron-tired rigs, he must now linvu 
them rubber Ore;l, with nil of the 
latest trimmings of upholstery and 
nickeled fixtures, or else some other 
man gets his trade. . 


More money 
'must 
he paid for 


horses than was the case only recent- 
ly, and harnesses are way up In price 
as the result of the shortage of leath- 
er. 
Altogether, so the 
liveryman 


says, one might with more profit go 
out of business than try to continue 
at the old scale. 


Plan New Scale 


Several of the proprietors of 
the 


stables expressed the belief that It 
would not be long before a uniform 
scale would be adopted by all of the 
local men. 
The Increase which was 


made at the beginning of the year uy 
some of the men amounted to about 
one-third, and the present plan Is to 
add about fifty cents to the .charges. 
For example a He. for Sunday night 
that has formerly'.cast $1.50 will not 
be allowed to go out now for 
less 


than $2.00. 
This rate already pre- 


vails at some places, and the state- 
ment at those stables Is that there 
lias been no falling off In their trade 
under that scale.

Arkansas River. The 
town

Powers county, Colorado. • The sou 
Is rich and very, productive, but has 
to depend on Irrigation for moisture 
as the rain fall Is very light and none 
of the natural crops can be grown 
without Irrigation. 
"All the inhabitants are engaged In 


farming and stock raising. 
Among 


the productions of this 
section are 


wheat, oats, barley, kafllr corn. Mex- 
ican beans, Alfalfa melons, potatoes. 
garden vegetables; sugar beets 
and 


fruits; such as strawberries, raspber- 
ries, apples pears, peaches and apri- 
cots. 
Irrigation Canal 


"The water used for the Irris-tion 


of 
this 
fertile spot Is taken from 


the Arkansas River and 
utored In 


reservoirs. 
It Is taken to bo water- 


ed In canals ami ditches and

run onto the crops. 
The whole sys- 


tem Is controlled and owned by the 
Arkansas Valley Sugar Beet and Ir-

NAVAL FORCE 


IS TOO1 SMALL 


MUST MAN NEW BATTLESHIPS 


Navigation 
Chief 
Believes 
That 


Trained Fighters Are an Absolute 
Necessity If the Navy Is to Maintain 
Its Present High Rank. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4. — Forty 


•thousand men will comprise the en- 
listed force personnel of the navy If 
Rear Admiral Hunry C. Taylor, chief 
of the bureau of navigation, can bring 
It about. 
In* his next annual rejtort 


Rear Admiral Taylor will recommend 
a substantial Increase In tho number 
of men authorized by law. The limit 
of enlistments now fixed Is 25,u(U) and 
while this Is sufficient for the present 
needs of the navy, It will not be high 
enough to permit the commissioning 
of ships under construction and which 
congress will authorize In the next 
few years. 


For the two battleships and two ar- 


mored cruisers recently appropriated 
for 2.GOO men will be required. 
For 


the eighteen battleships built or un- 
der construction 9,805 men are re- 
quired. 
Adding^ to this number . the 


crews needed for the proposed battle- 
ships almost 11,000 men. nearly half 
of the present effective force, will be 
required to man this typo of man of 
war alone. 
, • 


Must Provide Many Crews. 


When all the armored cruisers au- 


thorized are built the United States 
will possess ten of this clasp and they 
will require 7,1!»7 men properly to tare 
for and fight them. The line of battle- 
ships. therefore, must have 17.002 mon 
In order to go Into action. Besides 
these ships, crows must bo provided 
for ten monitors, twenty-seven cruis- 
ers, forty-six gunboats, sixty torpedo 
boat destroyers and torpedo boats, and 
a number of auxiliary vessels.' 


Of course, all these vessels will not 


injtlmo of peace be kopt In commis- 
sion, but a goodly proportion of them 
must bo continued In service, and 40.- 
000 men will be needed for them. Rear 
Admiral Taylor docs not Intend to rec- 
ommend in his forthcoming annual re- 
port that tho enlisted force be In- 
creased from 25,500 to 40,000 mon. 
The 'Increase he will suggest will bo 
gradual, and will extend over a num- 
ber of years. 


At the same tlmn. tho rear admiral 


believes the navy should have an am- 
ple number of men who can be trained 
In the serious business of war and ba 
ready for action when the moment ar- 
rives. 


Need Trained Men. 


Naval experts gay that the volunteer 


soldier may be transformed promptly 
Into a good soldier, ,lmt time Is re- 
quired to fli a greenhorn to becomo-n 
man of wars man, and that it Is^far 
more desirable to have a navy pre- 
pared than to attempt to Improvise ona 
In time of war. 


Rear Admiral Taylor's views with 


respect to tho Increase of tho enlisted 
personnel are understood to be In har- 
mony with those entertained by tho 
fresldont and Secretary Moody. In 
his annual message the President Is 
expected by. tho navy to repeat his 
recommendation for an Increase not 
only of men but of officers. 


Secretary Moody undoubtedly will 


recommend an Increase of officers. Be- 
fore his departure from Washington 
ho stated that ho nad become con- 
vinced that, there were not sufficient 
lino officers to attend to strictly naval 
duties, and that an Increase of the 
commissioned force Is necessary.
